How Lord Strathcona Was Sent Back 
to labrador by Autocrat. 


In a country wh*re a great corpor- 
ation has become the fetich that the 
Hudson Bay Co. has to Canada, it is 
perhaps only natural that stories con- 
nected with its discipline of employes 
should be only half told, if told at all, 
There is one of these half told stories 
connected with Lord Strathcona’s boy 
lays on the Labrador, whieh is. spe- 
cial favorite with all his biographers 
It is a rule most strictly enforced that 
no company man may leave bis post 
Without having received written con- 
sent from headquarters. In this iso 
lated Labrador station communica: 
tion with Montreal was a matter of 
six months’ hard travel each way 

The time came when Donald Smith 
suffered from snow blindness. Lack 
of proper treatment uvated the 
trouble, until it became so painful 
that he determined to go to Montreal 
to consult an oculist, trusting to the 
serious necessity to palliate his of- 
fenee against company discipline 
Long before he reached Montreal, Sir 
George Simpson, the governor, had 
heard of hig coming, and went out to 
meet him. 

“Well, young man, why are vou not 
at your post?’ the governor asked. 

*““My—my eves. sir,” was the falter- 
ing reply. ‘They got so very bad! 
I’ve come to see the doctor.” 

“And who gave you. permission. to 
leave your post?” the governor thun- 
dered. 

“No one,” was the reply 

“Then, sir,”’ said the autocrat of 
the fur trade, “if it is a question be- 
tween your eyes and your service in 
the company, you'll take my advice 
and return this instant to your post!” 

Not an instant did Smith hesitate. 
Suffering though he was. unsupplied 
with food, and nis dogs exhausted by 
the thousand-mile trip. overland, 
turned square about in his tracks, 
and, without so much as setting foot 
within the confines of Montreal, start- 
ed back on the dreary journey to his 
Labrador post. 

Long before the jonrnev was half 
over, his last dog died. Worse still. 
his provisions were exhansted, and 
his incipient blindness had grown 
worse, until his sight was gone en- 
tirely. And thus, blind, starving, 
foreed to live on bark and such geome 
as his Indian eompanion could find, 
he finished the last 599 miles on foot, 
his lacerated feet leaving their print

in blood on the snow at every step.

About 600 Indians of the student 
type are now settled in this city, and 
many of them are known to be ex- 
tiemists who are openly working to 
undermine British prestige in India. 
Thea attention of the Government and 
the police has been called to recent 
attempts to glorify political murder 
and to provoke sedition. 

An alarming tendency on the part 
of a few members of the colony to 
follow 2 words by acts has led the 
special branch of Scotland. Yurd to 
take precautions. High Indian offi- 
here have been guarded at their 
own request since the two recent as- 
saults in the West End on Sir William 
Lee Warner, a venerable member of 
tne India Council.

| SCOTLAND AND RACING.

* Even In Roman Days It Was Famous 
For Its Military Horses. 


It is upt to be forgotten that Scot- 
land has been famous for its horses 
from the most ancient days. When 
Agricola defeated the Caledoniaris at 
the Battle of the Grampians, A.D. 84, 
the Celtic enemy, as Tacitus relates, 
were exéeptionally strong in_ cavalry 
and charioteers. Successive Kings of 
Scotland did much to improve its 
native breed of horses; and in this 
connection, it is not to be forgotten 
that the first Scottish King of Eng- 
land, James I., «id more to improve 
the rece-horses ir Great Britain than 
was ever done before him-or has ever 
been done by any individual since. 

James I, was the real avthor of 
horse-racing, as it has since been 
known, in England. He it was who 
first estnblished regular courses; and 
during his reign there came into be- 
ing the code of regulations that led 
vn to the modern laws of the turf. 
Nobody denies that horse-racine has 
done much for the breed of British 
horses. It was a cift from Scotland. 

Ry way of supplement to the fore- 
going. you should bear in mind how 
drent was the dearth of horses in Eng- 
land when James ascended the 
throne. His predecessor, Queen Eliza- 
beth. covld muster only pbovt 3.000 
eavalry when the Spanish Armada 
threatened the kinedom with destrue- 
tion; end, if contemporary writers are 
to be believed, the auelity of English 
horses was then very noor. Even the 
horses emploved in the hunting-field 
would seem to hove heen for the most 
part little better than coarse cart- 
horses. 


Famous Service of Gold. 

The Marquis of Ormonde, who has 
erected a brass tablet in St. Car- 
niee’s Cathedral, Kilkenny, Ireland, 
to the memory of his ancestors from 
the Thirteenth Century who are not 
brried in Kilkenny, is hereditary 
Chief Butler of Ireland. and has an 
unique collection of cups, which have 
been granted from time to time at the 
Coronations at which his ancestors 
officinted. Both Lord and Lady Or- 
tnonde own nicknames. Lady Or- 
monde is known to her friends as 
“Lileh,” while with his lordship ‘‘O” 
has been a life-long appellation, as 
he was Lord Ossory before Lord Or- 
monde. Kilkennv Castle is one of 
the oldest. inhabited houses in the 
three kingdoms, some of the rooms 
remaining elmost exactly the same 
as they were in the year 1100. 

There is a famous service at the 
eastle made of almost unalloyed gold, 
and,,as a consequence, is so soft that 
it could easily be spoilt with clean- 
ing. Further, it cannot be heated in 
the usual manner. The plates are 
warmed by being plunged into a 
cauldron of boiling water and fished 
out by means of tongs, the ends of 


which are carefully covered with cha- | 


mois leather. This elaborate process 
takes place just outside the door of 
the dining-room.

ANOTHER MARTYR, 


London Operator of ' X-Rays Loras 
Rart of His Hand. 


Another scientist, Harry W. Cox, 
tias paid the heavy price of amputa- 
tion for experimenting with X-rays. 

Mr. Cox, who is one of the leading 
manufacturers of X-rays and high- 
frequency coils and apparatus, with 
premises in Gray’s Inn road, has un- 
dergone an operation at his home 
at Clapton for the dreaded X-ray der- 
matitis, and lost the larger portion of 
his right hand, including three fin- 
gers. The thumb and the little finger 
were saved. 

Some years ago Mr. Cox lost one of 
the fingers on his left hand, and he 
has yet to undergo another operation, 
He has contracted the disease in the 
chin, 

The operation was apparently suc- 
cessful, and it is hoped that it will 
turn out as well as that in the left 


hand, which has given no trouble 
since. 

Like Mr. Hell-Edwards, who has 
lost both his hands and hes been 


awarded a pension from the civil list, 
Mr. Cox has suffered from the early 
ignorance resnecting the dancers of 
the then newly-diseovered ravs. 

Nowadays operators. are elaborately 
safeguarded. Lead, being practically 
impervious to the X-rays, the experi- 
mentalists used spectacles containing 
glass with a lead alloy, gloves made 
of rubber mixed with lead, and simi- 
lar masks for the face and shoulders. 

Mr. Cox, however, was one of the 
first manufacturers of X-ray appara- 
tns in England. His work was the 
first to be brought into use during 
the Boer War, where it was of great 
value to the surgeons. He worked a 
great deal in conjunction with Mr. 
Hell-Edwards. 

In testing the epperatus the hands, 
neturelly, were the first to be affect- 
ed, When the disease ‘first appeared 
on his left hand in the form of a 
kind of chap—which often disannears 
if the X-rays are at once left alone— 
Mr. Cox disregarded it, and went on 
testing his work so that it might be 
sent out to’ the war, 

The pain became so intense, how- 
ever, that he had to undergo an opera- 
tion. In recent years Mr. Cox hes 
been a martyr to almost intolerable 
pain.

The question at issue is not whether 
the territorial army will attain the 
standard which Mr. Haldane has set 
before it, but whether it will fall short 
of the standard by which it will be 
measured in the field of battle.”

The men asked that their pension be 
restored, but this was refused, as 
pensions will not be granted to men 
who have beén on strike. 


Germany's Proposed Aerial Fleet 

London.—Germany’s plan for an 
aerial fleet include, according to the 
Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
Mail, the construction of enough Zep- 
pelin, Gross and Parseval airships to 
make possible the stationing of at 
least one at every frontier and coast 
fortress, in addition to those built for 
service with the field armies. The 
ministry of war is experimenting with 
a view to using aerial eruisers for 
offensive purposes and is testing dif- 
ferent types of shells to be dropped 
from airships. The kaiser has ordered 
a thorough investigation of the air- 
ship invented by Herr Veck, an Elber- 
feld engineer. 


Saskatoon Gets University 

Regina, Sask.—After a tour of in- 
spection covering Battleford, Saska- 
toon, Prince Albert, Fort Qu’Appelle 
and Moose Jaw, the committee ap- 
pointed to select a suitable site for the 
Saskatchewan university, have award- 
ed the honor to Saskatoon. 

President Murray predicts that in 
five years’ time Saskatchewan uni- 
versity would be on a par with the 
four leading universities of Canada. 
There was no reason why there should 
not be 500 students in five years. The 
buildings would cost half a million 
dollars, The maintenance would 
amount to $100,000, 


British Govt. Criticised by Standard 

London.—Discussing the Franco-

Immigration, from the Pacific States 


to Canada Beyond all Expectations 
—Fertile Lands of Alberta and Sas- 


katchewan are Attracting Many 
Homeseekers from the United 
States 


Ottawa.—W. D. Scott, superintend- 
ent of immigration, has just received 
a telegram from W. J. White, inspec- 
tor of the United States agencies, who 
is now at Spokane, Washington, to 
the effect that the prospects for immi- 
gration from the Pacific States to 
Canada are beyond his expectations. 

The office in Spokane is crowded 
with land seekers and every — train 
northward is loaded with homeseekers 
with their families. 

They are hurrying to get on the 
land in Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
For the first three months of — this 
year, 1,360 left, which is an increase 
of 50 per cent. over the same months 
of last year. 

The increase in carloads of settlers’ 
effects is over 100 per cent. 


To Develop Slave Lake Power ° 
Vancouver.—It is announced _ that | 
$2,590,000 in bonds of the Slave Lake 
Power company has been underwrit- 


| ten by eastern Canadian capital. Work | 


on the completion of the big power | 
undertaking at Slave Lake Falls will 
be rushed by the addition of a large | 
force of mén to the crew at work, and | 
within eighteen months the company 
will be delivering power in Vancouver 
and New Westminster. 

This statement was made by Mr. 
William MeNeill, secretary of the 
Slave Lake Power company, who has 
just returned from Montreal, where 
he spent some weeks in completing 
the financial arrangements just made. 

That Mr. MeNeill’s trip was a suc-| 
cessful one in every sense of the 
word, may be gathered from the fact | 
that he has interested large eastern | 
Canadian capitalists in western under- | 
takings of the character of the Slave, 
Lake Power company’s work. 


From Edmonton to Athabasca Landing | 


Edmonton.—One of the first lines to | 
be built as a result of the government 
guarantee of bonds will be the C.N.R. 
line to Athabasca Landing, Edmon- 
ton’s northern outpost, into the land 
of the greatest fur output in the world. | 
A party of about thrity men, in charge 
of 8. A. Dixon, of Winnipeg, left for 
Morinville to commence the survey of | 
the extension of the C. N. R»- line 
from Morinville to Athabasca Land- 
ing. This line has been guaranteed by 
the local government to the extent of | 
$13,000 per mile, and it is most prob- 
able that it will be completed this 
year. 

The surveyors will begin work north 
of Morinville and will work northerly 
toward the Landing. It is expected 
that the survey will be completed in 
the course of a month and that work 
will be started upon the projected line 
as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground. 


No Change in Rate 
Ottawa.—Before the board of rail- 
way commissioners the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ association made ap- 
plication to have road graders placed 
on the agricultural implement freight 
list, the reason given being that the 
farmers of the west frequently clubbed 
together and bought road graders. The 
solicitor for the railways contended 
that road graders could not be sneci- 
fied as farm machinery: or agricul- 
tural implements, and that no change 
would be made in classification. 

Chairman Mabee expressed himself 
of opinion that he could not see how 
a change in classification could be 
made, but promised the board would 
consider the matter. 


Present China With a Dreadnought

Canada’s Timber Limited 


Ottawa.—R. 8. Young, superintend- | 


ent of the Dominion lands, before the 
new commons committee on forests, 


waterways and water powers, of which | 


Mr. Sifton is chairman, made the re- 
markable statement that the mere 
chantable timber of Canada was very 
much less than that of the United 
States.  ~ 

He said that various estimates had 
been made of the forest area of the 
Dominion at from 800,000,000 acres to 
100,000.000 acres, but it was probable 
that the value would be less than any 
estimate. 

Regarding the water powers of the 
Dominion, he said that apart from On- 
tario information was very crude. 
However, he estimated the total horse 


power known to be available at 25,- 
682,907. 


Germans Want Treaty With Canada 


Berlin.—The statement that there is 
a possibility of a commercial treaty 
being concluded between Germany and 
Canada comes as an agreeable sur- 
prise to German business men, who 
deplore the fact that they are losing 
ground rapidly in Canada. The Tage- 
blatt points out that a settlement of 
the conflict with Canada will pave the 
way for the regulation of commercial 
relations with England, ‘and urges 
that an agreement of a permanent 
nature should be arrived at as soon 
as possible, ‘‘There is all the more 
necessity for the early conclusion of 
such an agreement on a sound basis,” 
it says, “‘as there seems to be every 


prospect of the idea of tariff reform | 


being tealized in England.”’ 


Ultimatum to Japan 

Tokio, Japan.—The viceroy of Man- 
churia has revived the demand for the 
withdrawal of Japanese troops and 
police along the Antung-Mukden rail- 
way. Japan again has refused to com- 
ply with ‘the demand in view of the 
treaty stipulations for guarding rail- 
ways and on the ground that the An- 
tung railway is a branch line of the 
South Manchuria railway. 


Naval Conference Not Requested 

London.—Replying to a question in 
the House of Commons, Premier As- 
quith stated that no desire had yet 
been expressed by the colonial govern. 
ments for a special conference respect 
ing the naval defence of the empire 
If such a wish was expressed the gov: 


ernment would give it immediate and | 


respectful attention. 
Douks Leaving for British Columbia 
Yorkton.—Two hundred and fifty 
Doukhobors are walking from their 
villages along the C. N. R. to Broad- 
view, on the main line of the C. P. R., 
where they will take the train for 
British Columbia, where Peter Vere- 
gin has large holdings and intends to 
start another colony.

Sea Rouge to India is Threatened and 
the Whole Egyptian Position is Im- 
perilled as the Result of the 
Determination of Austria to Lay 
Down Three Dreadnoughts in the 
Adriatie Sea 
London.—Deep concern prevails in 

the admiralty as the result of the de- 

termination of Austria to lay down 
three Dreadnoughts in the Adriatic 
sea. The feeling at the admiralty 
amounts almost to acute alarm, the 
political equilibrium of Europe being 
regarded as utterly upset. ‘“‘Obvious- 
ly,”’ said a high official, ‘““we are con- 
fronted with a situation of surpassing 


|gravity. Our sea route to India is 
threatened and the whole Egyptian 
position imperilled. Germany and 


\ustria hope either to bankrupt Eng- 
land or to place this country in a 
desperate predicament. In the event 
of war the Mediterranean is vital to 
us. We took the chances of war dur- 
ing the Moroccan crisis in order to 
| safeguard our imperial seaway and 
our possessions in North Africa. At 
the present time all our first class 
ships are withdrawn from the Medi- 
terranean and the vessels we have 
/ there are relatively insignificant. If 
Austria builds three Dreadnoughts for 
the Mediterranean we must build six. 


G. T. P. Construction 

Edmonton.—It is now without doubt 
that the close of the present year will 
see the Grand Trunk Pacific com- 
pleted and construction trains run- 
ning over the line as far west as the 
Macleod river. The grading of the 
Transcontinental is practically all 
completed to the Pembina, and there 
|is only the stretch between the Pem- 
bina and the Macleod to be completed. 

The steel head is within less than 
one hundred miles of Edmonton, and 
before June it will have reached the 
city and be on its way to the west. 
|The foundations for the big steel 
bridges that will carry the transcon- 
tinental across the wide waters of 
the Pembina and Macleod rivers are 
already advanced, and steel for the 
structures will be rushed through the 
moment that trains are able: to run 
through to the Pembina, which should 
be in July or August. 

Preparations for the completing of 
the last stretch of grading on the Ed- 
monton-Macleod section, from the 
Pembina to the Macleod, are being 
made by Foley, Welch & Stewart, 
who have the contract for that sec- 
tion. 


The Coal Strike 

Frank, Alta.—In an interview Presi- 
dent Sherman states that 2,800 men 
are out on strike in Bankhead, Taber, 
Lethbridge, Hillcrest, Bellevue, Cole- 
man and Hosmer. Two thousand men 
are working in Fernie, Michel, Frank, 
Blairmore and Maple Leaf. It is an- 
ticipated that the strike will be 
settled in a few days. 

Mr. Gebo, of the C. A. C. & Co., has 
returned to Frank, and it is reported 
that the company will put on 100 more 
miners at once, as they are having a 
larger demand for coal than they are 
producing, which is now about 400 
tons per day. 

A large number of the miners are in 
town from surrounding towns, await- 
ing the results of the strike. It is re- 
ported that President Sherman is very 
much incensed over the Frank miners 
signing a contract to continue work 
| for two years under the old contract. 
However, the miners are very quiet 
and there is no disturbance reported. 


Quicksilver Find 

Prince  Albert.—Hemelin’s outfit 
prospecting for a quicksilver find on 
the north bank of the Saskatchewan, 
opposite Lost river, report a remark- 
able find of pure quicksilver. Follow- 
ing up traces showing in the river 
bank, they came to a pocket contain- 
ing some four quarts of mereury. A 
ledge of cinnibar, rich in quicksilver, 
was discovered running back from the 
bank, and the prospectors think they 
have made a great discovery. Thir- 
}teen claims are already staked. The 
spot is 100 miles below Prince Albert,

Berlin.—The negotiations for a com- 
mercial treaty between Canada and

Moose Jaw, Sask.--An indication of 
the great rush of American immigra- 
tion to the Canada west this year is 
found in the fact that during the last 
month 485 cars of settlers’ effects ar- 
rived at Moose Jaw over the Soo line.
